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With reference now to Figures 8a and 8b, there is 
depicted a high level logic flowchart of a process and 
program for controlling user recording of messaging sessions 
in accordance with the method, system, and program of the 
present' invention. As illustrated, the process starts at 
block 90 and^thereaf ter proceeds to block 92. Block 92 
depicts a determination as to whether a request to record is 
received. In particular, a request to record may include a 
request to record portions of a messaging session already 
entered and may include other constraints on recording such 
as which user entries, which sections, which topics, etc. to 
record. If a request to record is not received, then the 
process passes to block 118. If a request to record is 
received, then the process passes to block 94.
